at Junction switch at 3:30 Saturday1

HOW UNCLE SAM INTENDS TO PROPERLY HANDLE HIS 


INCOMING WARDS. 


The Department of Commerce and Labor's New Division of 


Information—Accomplishments of Terence V. Powderly, 


Official Head of the National Employment Bureau. 


Why Organized Labor Opposes It.

T 


HE latest phase of the immigra- 


tion problem seems to be stir- 
ring up something of a hornets' 
nest 
In some parts of the 


country the forces of organized labor 
are up in arms against the work of the 
new division of information in the de- 
partment of commerce and labor. This 
division is a part of the bureau of im- 
migration. The man in charge of it js 
Terence V. Powderly, than whom no 
individual in labor circles is better 
known throughout the world. 


It seems somewhat anomalous that 


organized labor should oppose a move- 
ment officially headed by the man who 
for fourteen years was grand master 
•workman of the Knights o£ Labor, tbf 
biggest and most powerful organiza- 
tion of workingmen ever formed on 
the globe. With more than a million 
members the Knights of Labor force 
for years wielded a remarkable influ- 
ence upon American commerce and in- 
dustry. 


Why, 
then, is this thus? 


Mr. Powderly, as chief of the divi- 


fton of Information, is really the man- 
ager of Uncle Sam's big new free em- 
ployment bureau. He is, in fact, much 
more than that, but he is that, and for 
that reason certain labor leaders de- 
cry the division of information. Over 
and beyond the fact that this -new sec- 
tion of the bureau of immigration is a 
free employment bureau of national 
scope floats ever in view the still more 
Important fact that the primary object 
of the innovation in government serv- 
ice Is to distribute the hordes of immi- 
grants who come to the United States 
to points where they will do the most 
good for themselves and for the coun- 
try which has accepted them and must 
assimilate them. 


Highly Important Movement. 
Boiled right down to its bare bones, 


the division of information is an in- 
telligent effort upon the part of this 


the part of the earth that is coming to 
them— if they find it out. 


Ihus we have iu New York such 


flourishing cutthroat societies as the 
Black Hand, T\ith its branches in the 
other cities. \Ve have great slum dis- 
tricts almost exclusively settled by the 
pauper outcasts of Europe, who drop 
e\eu lover in the social scale here 
than the pits into which they were 
born at home. They produce large 
ami smarming hives of children, who 
grow up dirty, ignorant, depraved and 
utterly unfit for American citizenship. 
This is speaking, of course, in a gener- 
al way. E\erybody knows that some 
of these city staying immigrants rise 
above tiieir surroundings and make 
£jo< 
citi/ens. But the tendencj is the 


Gasping For Settlers. 


And jet iar from the madding crowd 


in these big cities virgin areas are sim- 
ply g.ispmg for settlers. In the south- 
ern states beginning with Maryland 
and Virginia and continuing through 
the Caiolmas, Georgia and Alabama, 
there Is a constant cry for more peo- 
ple, more farmers, more laborers, more 
mill hands. Labor skilled and unskill- 
ed is wanted, and men are wanted to 
settle on the unimproved lands and 
make them blossom productively. 


A similar condition obtains in the 


southwestern states, though perhaps 
not to a like degree of urgency. South- 
ern Missouri, Arkansas, Louisiana, 
Texas, Oklahoma and Indian Territory 
present splendid opportunities for set- 
tlers, particularly for those who come 
from the southern countries of Europe 
and therefore will be acclimated the 
moment they step off the train. It is a 
well known fact that some of our 
northwestern 
states— Minnesota 
and 


Wisconsin, for instance — have been 
settled largely by immigrants from the 
Scandinavian countries, who fancy a 
little cold weather now and then be-

government toward benevolent assim- 
ilation of foreigners who are adni/tted 
under the laws, and must be aurnij-ed 
no matter whether we want them or 
not, until the laws are altered. It is a 
highly important movement. Now for 
the first time the national governrneat 
has opened its eyes to the fact that a 
serious situation, not a scientific tbie- 
ory, confronts us. This new creation 
In Secretary Straus' department, au- 
thorized by an act of the last congres^s, 
Is a step toward controlling that seci- 
ous situation. 


Heretofore all our immigrants have 


come into the country in a haphazard, 
blundering way, looking out for theni- 
Belves altogether, preys of sharks and 
crooks, many of them practically help- 
less and hopeless. 
With the United 


States admitting them through the El- 
lis island gates, it has been a pitiable 
case of the blind leading the blind. 
Uncle Sam has been blind to the perils 


the situation and blind to the op- 
irttmities presented hirn in properly 
landling his incoming wards. He has 
been a careless and inefficient guard- 
ian. Everybody w-ho has made even 
a casual study of the immigration 
problem is aware of this fact, which 
is not creditable to the government. 


Without direction or advice other 


than that afforded by the steamship 
companies and the birds of prey who 
Infest the lower end of Manhattan Is- 
land, what becomes of the immigrants 
who now reach our shores to the num- 
ber of more than a ii..".un a ;.oar? 
Well, most of them stay in three or 
four of the biggest cities. New York 
catches and holds in the neighborhood 
of a quarter of a million a year. Chi- 
cago assimilates Into its s-lnm? a hun- 
dred thousand or more 
Philadelphia 


gets many, Boston more than the Back 
Bay district can stand for with equa- 
nimity, and smaller cities catch more 
than their full quota. On'y a compar- 
atively small number of the incomers 
go out to the liberal farming countries, 
north, south and southwest, and inherit 


caube it reminds them of home. These 
states have flourished amazingly un 
der the Scandinavian farmer's tillage. 


Heretofore the average would be im 


migrant with a yearuiug toward Amer 
ica, the land of the free and the home 
of the brave, has heard of nothing 
more in this country than New York 
city and perhaps a small fringe of the 
Atlantic 
coast

The rest of the Unitec 


States to him is without form anc 
void. Yet many thousands of these 
immigrants are small farmers in Italy 
and other countries, pitifully crampec 
for land, who would be gloriously glac 
to know- that they can obtain at a 
cheap price a few- acres of good farm 
ing land in America. 


The new division of information fa- 


thered by Secretary Straus and man- 
aged by Mr. Powderly simply pro- 
poses to inform the immigrant as to 
his opportunities, to point out to him 
that America is considerably larger 
than the city of New York and the en- 
virons of Buzzards Bay. 


The work really began about a year 


ago. 
Mr. Powderly had been making 


a study of the matter of distributing 
immigration. 
He quietly made trips 


through the south and a voyage to 
Europe in furtherance of his theories. 
Then Secretary Straus appointed him 
to his present position. 


"I appointed Mr. Powderly," says 


the secretary, "because I know him 
to be one of the best informed and 
mo^t enlightened men in the United 
States." 


Tribute Not to Ba Despised. 
This tribute from Oscar S. Straus, 


who is beyond question the most schol- 
arly imn in the president's cabinet, is 
not tc> <l<i«niBed. 
It is a tribute not 


onlr to Terence V. Powderly. but to 
or^iiii/'C'l labor, with which Mr. Pow- 
derly has been associated prominently 
from his I,n\ hood. 


Mr. Powdcrly was bora of Irish par- 


entage in northern Pennsylvania fifty- 


eight years ago. He was bred to toil. 
He was a graduate machinist when he 
reached twenty-one and the head of a 
local labor union. Then when the 
Knights of Labor began to flourish 
this young Pennsylvania workman 
was elected time and time agu^i to the 
head of that vast body. He \\'as elect- 
ed three times mayor of Scranton. Pa., 
his home town. During McKinley's 
administration he was the commis- 
sioner of immigration. In that post 
he had opportunity to study the immi- 
gration problem in all its phases, and 
it appears that the matter of proper 
distribution appealed most strongly to 
him. 
Mr. Powderly Is also a lawyer 


and has practiced before the supreme 
court of the United States. As to ed- 
ucation—well, the present writer not 
long ago heard him tell this little 
story: 


migration an important looking per- j 
son came into my office and made a 
remark to the effect that a man in my 
position ought to have a university ed- 
ucation. I wheeled around in my chair 
and replied something like this: 


' 'Yes, sir, he ought, and I have a 


university education. I matriculated 
very early In the university of hard 
knocks, of honest toil, of practical ex- 
perience. I took all the regular courses 
and most of the elective combinations. 
I passed the examinations without 
cramming. I never flunked. 1 ~ot my 
diploma, and then I was elected to 
se%eral professorships in the same uni- 
•\ersity. I now hold the chair of immi- 
gration. How do you like me?' 


"Whereupon," concluded Mr. Pow- 


derly, with that fine smile of his that 
won't wear off, "my supercilious vis- 
itor folded his tents like the Arabs 
and us silently stole away." 


Mr. Powderly attended a country 


school for a few months, but had to 
quit when he was thirteen owing to 
defective eyesight 
He declares that 


he never saw the stars and never be- 
lieved in them except as a fairy tale 
for children until be was eighteen 
years old. Then he got a strong pair 
of spectacles and felt like Christopher 
Columbus discovering a new world, ex- 
cept that Powderly discovered a mul- 
tiplicity of worlds. 


Objects of the Bureau. 


The division of immigration is In 


constant correspondence with the gov- 
ernors of states and then: immigration 
officials. 
The object is to ascertain 


where labor is wanted and where set- 
tlers are desired. Then the informa- 
tion division directs the immigrants 
to the jobs and the settlements. In- 
telligent representatives are to mingle 
with the immigrants on shipboard and 
inform them as to chances for employ- 
ment and for acquiring farm land. 


Mr. Powderly states that his division 


now has jobs waiting for approximate- 
ly a quarter of a million men, women 
and children throughout the country. 
There is no lack of work, he -says, for 
anybody who wants to work, either 
American or foreign import 
If the 


foreigners must be imported they must 
be distributed. It is simply a matter 
of distribution and assimilation or con- 
centration and stagnation. 


This division of information estab- 


lished by Secretary Straus is not to 
merely aid in distributing immigrants. 
It will furnish American workingmen 
as well as immigrants not only infor- 
mation where work may be obtained, 
but it will actually obtain for them a 
promise of employment before they 
leave one part of the country for an- 
other. 


Organized labor in some quarters has 


severely criticised Secretary Straus for 
the creation of this so called free em- 
ployment agency. These critics hold 
that Mr. Straus is not a friend to 
union labor. They hold that the igno- 
rant European immigrant will work 
more cheaply than the intelligent 
American and therefore that the new 
system of distribution will tend te cut 
down the general scale of wages. As 
to this point no doubt the divergence 
of opinion will be wide. 


A fierce fight against the new move- 


ment is imminent in the forthcoming 
congress. Lined up alongside the ad- 
ministration will be many state gov- 
ernors and local Immigration officials 
who are trying to get settlers to take 
their unoccupied lands. The railroads 
also will have a hand in the matter. 
They want to sell tickets and haul 
produce. Also in line with the admin- 
istration will be the various charitable 
organizations in the great cities. On 
the other hand will be those earnest 
persons who hold that America is for 
Americans and the devil take the rank 
outsider. 


The problem has several distinct 


phases. It is ethical, social and indus- 
trial. Are we our brothers' keepers or 
are we merely our brothers' support- 
ers? Something must be done with the 
immigrants. They are here, and they 
are coming by the million. From pres- 
ent Indications the proposition will be 
fought to some kind of finish on the 
floors of congress to the exclusion of 
the free seed problem and the tariff. 


DISPUTE OMilinV 


Lively Controversy Between the 


Army and Navy. 


NAVAL EXPERT'S HOT SHOT. 


Commander Sims Claims Navy Gun- 


ners Shoot Better Than Coast De- 
fenders—Soldiers Say Navy Shoots 
by Guesswork at 1,600 Yards and 
Army Scientifically at 8,000 Yards. 


A dispute about the relative merits 


of army and na\y target practice 
seems probable as a result of the atti- 
tude of officers of brvtii brinf>bps of the 
service, says a Washington special dis- 
patch to the New York Times. 


Commander Sims, director of target 


practice for the navy, went to Fort 
Monroe some time ago to witness the 
work of the coast defense gunners. He 
prepared a report for Acting Secretary 
of the Navy Newberry. Some of the 
army people who saw the report were 
astonished to find Mr. Sims had gone 
into the question of the coast defense 
gunnery in a critical way and figura- 
tively had "torn It all to pieces," show- 
ing how and where the navy gunners 
had made better records. 


"Ifs bad enough," said an army offi- 


cer, "without rubbing it in. The army 
is the unpopular branch of the service, 
but it has not been obliged to get out 
moving pictures to gain recruits." 


The statement made by Commander 


Sims is likely not to remain long un 
answered. 


The army believes the navy has per- 


fected its system and is fully persuad- 
ed that our navy IB the finest on earth, 
but is confident it has a far better sys- 
tem of gunnery of its own. 


Since the war with Spain the army 


and navy have made startling ad- 
vances in gunnery. 


It was found that at Santiago about 


2 per cent of the steel shells hit their 
marks. That had been sufficient to do 
the work, but the officers of the navy 
thoughtfully went to work to figure out 
why the efficiency of their fire had not 
been greater. The men in charge of 
the gun practice set to work to ascer- 
tain what could be done. What has 
been done seems nothing short of mar- 
velous. 
, 


Whereas formerly the biggest guns 


could be fired about once in fire min- 
utes, now they can be fired twice in 
one minute, and, whereas they former- 
ly rarely found the target, now the 
twelve and thirteen inch guns make 
about 80 per cent of hits. With the 
other guns practically no misses are 
made. 


But what has the army been doing? 
'•Why, bless you, sir," exclaimed one 


of the army officers, "the navy shoots 
at a range of 1,600 yards, • and our 
coast defense guns are fired at a range 
up to 8,000 yards. If -we had any gun 
ners in the army who could not hit the 
target every time at 1,600 yards we 
would run them out of the service or 
put them where they would not have 
to do with the artillery. 


"The navy's system is based on a 


sort of guesswork. Ours is based on 
purely scientific principles. At long 
range their system would prove seri- 
ously at fault 


"Ifs all very well for the navy to talk 


about hitting a canvas thirty feet or so 
square at 1,600 yards, but at Fort 
Banks the twelve inch guns put six 
shots into a space that could have been 
covered nicely by an armor plate and 
did it at 6,000 yards in the quick time 
of 3 minutes 40 seconds. That would 
have sunk the biggest battleship afloat. 


"The navy's system is based on a sort 


of guesswork. Ours Is based on pure 
scientific principles. At long range the 
navy's system would prove seriously 
at fault 


"The navy makes use of what is call- 


ed the 'spotting system.' An observer 
aloft with a pair of binoculars watch- 
es where the shots strike. If the splash 
shows that the shot is over the target, 
the gunners depress the muzzle of the 
guns. If the splash shows that the shot 
falls short, the observer orders the 
muzzle raised. The opportunity for er- 
rors in judgment are great If that is 
what Commander Sims wants the ar- 
my to adopt, it is hard to see what us<- 
could be made of his system at the 
long ranges the army has to shoot at 
As a matter of fact, the army aban- 
doned the spotting system years ago." 


Lobster Monstrosity. 


Charles A. Chase of Bath, Me., cap- 


tured a freak in the lobster line the 
other afternoon -while fishing ten miles 
ea^t of Segiiin, Me, says the Kennettec 
Journal. He hauled in a lobster which 
measured thirty-two inches and weigh- 
ed thirteen pounds. The shell was cov- 
ered -;th barnacles aEd vrcs judged 
by old fishermen to be at least ten 
years old. It was the largest lobster 
caught in that vicinity for many years. 


Concrete Telegraph Poles. 


Concrete for telegraph poles is the 


latest according to a Bloomington 
(Dl.) special dispatch to the New York 
World. W. D. Boyce, the publisher, is 
conducting the experiments. 
He is 


planning to build an electric power 
line between Marseilles and Peru via 
Joliet He will erect during the com- 
ing fall a line of concrete poies be- 
tween Marseilles and Ottawa and 
await the result of the winter's action 
upon them. If the use of concrete for 
telegraph, telephone and electric light 
and power poles proves a success it 
will mean the end of the wooden pole, 
as it is asserted that the concrete 
poles will cost less and will last twice 
as long.

Double Row of Open Wire Fences Will 


Prevent Interference With Starting 
of Balloon*—-Youth of Fourteen From 
Ohio Will Compete. 
Arrangements for the aerial carnival 


at St. Louis, the principal feature of 
which will be the contest for the in- 
ternational cup during the -week be- 
ginning Monday, Oct 21, are nearly 
complete, and the men in charge pre- 
dict that the event will be the greatest 
and most successful in the history of 
the International Aeronautic federa- 
tion, says a St. Louis special dispatch 
to the New York Herald. Experts in 
aerial navigation from many parts of 
the world are entered in the interna- 
tional race for the cup, and there will 
be numerous special attractions. The 
board of directors of the Aero Club of 
America, the organization which rep- 
resents the international federation in 
the United States, has made extensive 
plans for the care of the visitors, and 
the reception committee Includes repre- 
sentative men of the United States.

Bishop, chairman; Tatrick Y. Alexan- 
der, Colonel John Jacob Astor, Dr. Al- 
exander Graham Bell, O. H. P. Bel- 
mont, John E. Borne, James L. Breese, 
Alfred N. Chandler, Captain C. De F.

Many members of the Aero Club of 


America will attend. A big delegation 
already has made preparations 
to 


leave New York on Thursday, Oct. 17, 
and has engaged headquarters for the 
club at the Hotel Jefferson. Locally 
the Aero club of St Louis and the 
Business Men's league are pushing 
preparations for the international race 
and the other aerial events. Permis- 
sion has been obtained to inclose the 
grounds from which the balloons will 
be started at Forest park, the site of 
the world's fair of 1904. 


There will be a double row of fences, 


one ten feet Inside the other. Both 
will be of open wire, so as not to ob- 
struct the view of the public. The ten 
foot space between the two rows will 
be thoroughly policed. The two rows 
were deemed advisable so that if by 
chance the crowd should break through 
the outer fence it could be checked be- 
fore getting by the inner one. 


The people of St Louis have had to 


guarantee to the contestants that the 
inclosures shall be kept clear and that 
there shall be no interference with 
the starting of the balloons. 
A bal- 


loon must have plenty of space to rise, 
and it is impossible to keep the crowds 
away without erecting /fences. 
Not 


only would a crowd around the bal- 
loon make an ascension impossible, 
but it would endanger lives, as many 
persons are apt to smoke and even 
light matches near the immense bag 
of gas. The gaslight company also 
has been granted permits for the lay- 
ing of necessary gas mains. The com- 
pany is experimenting, and it expects 
to supply a quality of coal gas with 
remarkable ascensional power.

The aerial meeting is 


expected to last a week. There are 
really five separate events—the inter- 
national balloon race, the airship and 
dirigible balloon contest, gasless flying 
machines and attempts by various 
aeronauts to win the lap by covering 
a greater distance than 402 miles in 
a balloon. 


S. P. Ferguson is coming on to make 


experiments with small balloons for 
Professor A. Lawrence Rotch, director 
of the Blue Hill Meteorological ob- 
servatory and professor of meteorology 
at Harvard university. Mr. Ferguson 
conducted the experiments made at 
St. Louis during the world's fair un- 
der the direction of Professor Rotch. 
The balloons are sent up with self 
registering instruments in them to as- 
certain conditions that would be of 
interest and service to those who are 
to take part In the aerial contests. 


One of the entrants in the dirigible 


balloon contests is Cromwell Dison, 
fourteen years old, of Columbus, O. 
Young Dixon guides his airship with 
a bicycle a:rangement, and be calls it 
a sky bicyie. He has made several 
difficult flights. Carl Meckle of El- 
berfeld, Germany, will be one of the 
three German contestants in the inter- 
national race, taking the place of Bar- 
on von Hewald. Meckle won the big 
Dusseldorf balloon race on June 8.

IS FOUND DEAD 


CORONER XOW CONT>UCTIXG AN 


EXAMINATION TO DISCOATER 


CAUSE OF DEATH. 


At First it Was Thought He Had 


Suicided or Had Been 


MurdereG. 


Harvey Cochran, a well known farm- 


er, living about four miles northeast 
of Hanover, was fc^nu dead in a run 
under a bridge on the Berry farm, 
two and a half miles east of Hanover, 
about 8 o'clock 
Sunday morning. 


When found his body was almost en- 
tirely submerged, only his head and 
one foot was sticking out of the water. 


Just what caused his death is not 


known, but it is probable that in a 
fit of some kind he fell into the water 
and was drowned. The water was 
very high Saturday night from the 
hard rain of the 
afternoon, 
and 


though ordinarily the water in the run 
is but a few inches in depth, the rain 
had raised it into a stream of some 
magnitude. 


Mr. Cochran had been in Newark 


Friday and about 7 o'clock Saturday 
evening was seen in Hanover. He was 
driving a team of horses hitched to a 
spring wagon, and it was the finding 
of the wagon and horses tangled in 
a stump and underbrush along the 
side of the road that led to the finding 
of his body. 


The coroner's inquest that will be 


held Monday afternoon in the Court 
House, will bring to light the true 
cause of his death, but it is thought 
the animals wandered over the side of 
an embankment and threw Cochran 
from the wagon. Alighting on his 
head he rolled into the stream where 
one leg became entangled in the su- 
perstructure of the bridge holding him 
in the position in which he died. 


Immediately after the finding of the 


body Sheriff Redman and Deputy Cor- 
oner Wiyiarch were called to the 
scene and an investigation made. It 
was first thought that he had been 
killed and robbed, but an examination 
of his pockets showed that $26 in 
money and tax receipts to the amount 
of $28 had not been disturbed. 


Cochran was about lorty-five years 


of age and was the support of an aged 
mother. He was a widower 
and 


leaves no 
children. It 
was 
first 


thought that he had either suicided or 
was murdered, but it is more probable 
that he died while unconscious in an 
attack of some kind. The body was 
brought to Newark and taken to the 
undertaking parlors of Criss Bros. & 
Jones where it was prepared for 
burial. The 
funeral 
arrangements 


have not been made.

Gold In Walls of Old Mint. 


The passing of the^old United States 


mint building at Denver reminds old 
timers of the early struggles of the 
government to make the maintenance 
of the mint worth while, says the Den- 
ver Post. Then came 1870 and the 
great strikes at Leadville, which 
brought tons of bullion to Denver and 
kept the mint officials busy and the 
institution running at full capacity. 
The destruction of the building marks 
the end of the chapter. By the terms 
of the contract for the destruction of 
the building and the erection of the 
new Boettcher building on its site all 
the material becomes the property of 
the contractors, and they are saving 
every particle of plaster on the theory 
that there must be some valuable set- 
tlings of gold dust in any of the per- 
vious material after the mint's long 
years of use. The plaster will be sub- 
mitted to a process whereby much gold 
is expected to be extracted. 


Bridge For Automobiles. 


With the completion of the unique 


automobile bridge over the Piru ford, 
the road to Ventura and Santa Barba- 
ra, Cal., by way of the Newhall grade 
may be said to be open for regular au- 
tomobile traffic, says the Los Angeles 
Times. The bridge which has recently 
been completed over the Piru ford is 
one of the few bridges in the world 
expressly built for automobile traffic. 
There is another like it at Torrance, 
N. M., and these two are supposed to 
be the only ones in America. It con- 
sists really of two tracks across the 
stream, each wide enough to carry an 
automobile wheel with plenty of mar- 
gin for bad steering. For safety the 
sides of the track are built tip so that 
a wheel cannot slip off. The tracks 
are wide enough for passage by people, 
but no wagons can go over. Perhaps 
the best feature of a bridge of this 
kind is that cattle cannot use it

TAfT HAILED 


BY JAPANESE 


Believe American War Secretary on 


a Peace Mission. 


IMPORTANT MEETINGS HELD 


Conferences With Japanese War Min- 


ister Likely to Result in Immigra- 
tion 
Agreement—American Com- 


mercial Agent Sounds Taft as to 
Attitude Toward China. 


Tokyo, Sept. 30.—Lieutenant Gener- 


al Terauchi, the imperial minister ol 
•war, has had another conference with 
Secretary of War Taft. 


Importance is being 
attached to 


the fact that there have been two con- 
ferences between the two war minis- 
ters and on account" of the mutual ad- 
miration and the influence of Lieuten- 
ant General Terauchi it is believed in 
certain quarters the ground work is 
being laid for an entente concerning im- 
migration which, it is conceded, is the 
only point on which there is differ- 
ence of opinion between the two coun- 
tries. It is intimated that if the op- 
portunity arises 
during his confer- 


ence with the emperor Oct. 2, Mr. 
Ttft may broach this subject to him 
and leave its future arrangement to 
Mr. O'Brien, the American ambassa- 
dor. 


Secretary Taft and hie family took 


a long drive in the imperial carriage. 
The route which the carriage would 
take had not been announced, but the 
crowds in the streets recognized the 
American secretary of war and greet- 
ed him with cries of "Banzai" and 
bows and smiles. It was quite evident 
that the enthusiasm was spontaneous. 
The Japanese believe Mr. Taft is a 
peace envoy. 


Another of Mr. Taft's callers was 


Leveus Wilfley, representing American 
commercial interests in Shanghai, who 
is anxious concerning the attitude of 
the United States, in view of the 
talk of the dismemberment of China, 
and who came here to request that 
Mr. Taft make a positive statement 
concerning this on the occasion of the 
dinner to be given in his honor by the 
American association of Shanghai. II 
is understood that Mr. Wilfley 
was 


informed that Secretary Taft woulO 
make no statement on the question.

beauty. From the first- step of the 
approach to the monument, to the ac- 
tual top of the structure is 163 feet 6 
inches, the mausoleum itself being 98 
feet 6 inches high about the summit 
of the mound. It is 78 feet 9 inches 
in diameter. In the center of the floor 
beneath the dome stand the 
sar- 


cophagi, containing the bodies of the 
president and Mrs. McKinley, and in 
niches on the north side of the dome 
are the caskets containing those of the 
two daughters, Ida and Mary, who 
died in infancy. Huge doric columns 
are placed around the interior in such 
a manner as to appear half buried in 
the sides of the building. The floor 
is of mosaic, 
marble 
having been 


brought from many states for the pur- 
pose. Half way down from the top of 
the 123 granite steps that lead up to 
the main entrance on the south side 
of the mausoleum stands an heroic 
bronze figure of President McKinley, 
representing him in the attitude usual- 
ly assumed when speaking—his 
left 


hand holding a roll of manuscript, and 
the right hand in the trousers pocket. 
The dome bears a sentence from Mc- 
Kinley's Buffalo address: "Let us ever 
remember that our Interest is in con- 
cord, not conflict; that our real emi- 
nence rests m^the victories of peace, 
not those of war." 


The architect 
was H. "Van Buren 


Magonlgle of New York, and the de- 
signer of the bronze figure standing 
before the mausoleum was Charles 
Henry Niehaus.
